He carry'd with him a ſmall Sum of Money, 
which he had purloyn'd from his Father, and 
ſerv'd as a Fund of his future Fortune: For, ar- 
riving at a certain Town in Podalia, he frequen- 
ted the Keys, and offer'd his Service to ſeveral 
Merchants; one of which, obſerving in his Face 
the Marks of a promiſing Genius, entertain'd him 
in his Houſe. He liv'd with him ſeven Years, 


and perform'd his Office ſo well, that he made 


him his Factor to Conflantinople, | 

Pachicour diſcharg'd his Truſt there, with 
much Prefit to his Maſter, and Honour to himſelf. 
So that at his Return, ſeveral Merchants entruſted 
with with their Goods; and ſent him to trade at 
Caffa, and other Towns on the Black Sea. His 
Judgment and Reputation encreaſing with his 
Years, he became in Time famous in all the

the Maritime Parts of Circaſſia, Pachicour, whoſe 
Invention was always buſy, took a Hint from 
This, to accompliſh his Plot, Expedition was his 
chiefeſt Game, Therefore he ſpeedily made the 
utmoſt Uſe of his Credit, among the Podolian 
Merchants: and other Foreigners reſiding at 1/- 
gaou.

ing with an Army into Corea (which Kingdom, 
thou knoweſt, borders on China,) the King of that 
Country made his Submiſſions ; and entring into a 
League with Zunchi, held his Crows in Fee of that 
veCtorious Emperor. SE * 

Afterwards he haſtened to ſubdue the Pre. 
vinces which remained unconquered. His Me- 
thod in accompliſhing this great Work was by 
ſwift Marches; like another Alexander the Great; 
and by laying Siege to the principal City of a 
Province, Which he never failed either to take by 
Force, or compelled to ſurrender, that ſo they 
might eſcape Famine : And when this was'done 
he took Poſſeſſion both of it and the whole re.

They give a high Character of this young 
Prince, who amidſt ſo many Succeſſes and Tri- 
umphs diſcovers not the leaſt Vain- glory, but 
contains himſelf within the Bounds of a virtuous 
Moderation, aſcribes all to the Decrees of Deſtiny, 
and 1s not- in- the leaſt puffed up with any of 
his glorious ; Actions; which is an Argument 
of a Spirit truly heroick. And yet, this Prince i 
an Idolater, as are all the Tartar, of that Nation; 
or, rather, they are Men of no Religion, which 
makes their Morals the more admirable : For, ac- 
cording to the Relation of thoſe who came laſt. 
from China, the Tartars are a very temperate 
and continent People, abhorring thoſe Vices 
which are but too common in other Parts of the 
World, and from which the true Belie vers them- 
ſelves. are not free.

with immediate Death. As for their Conduct 
and Courage in the Iars, there is no Nation ſur- 
paſſes them, few are their Equals. They are 
paſſionate Lovers of an active Life, ſpending 
moſt of their Time on Horſeback, either in 
hunting wild Beaſts, or fighting with their Ene- 
mies: And their Horſes are the beſt and moſt 
couragious in the World. There is nothing 
the Tarters: ſo. much deſpiſe, as the ſedentary 
Life of Student: and learned Men; accounting 
them the Burthen of a Commonweal:h, laz 
Drones, fit only to be ſold for Slaves: But Men 
of Service and Merit in the Wars, they have in 
great Eſteem ; never failing to reward ſuch with 
Dignities and me the proportionable : to;

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their Deſerts and Capacities. Nay; ſuch is the 
martial Genius of this Nation, That the very 
Women ride to the Wars with the Men; and 


perform Exploits above what is expected from 
that ſoft and delicate Sex, Both Men and Wo- 
men are habituated from their Infancy! to live 
in Tents or Waggons, there being very few Ci. 
ties in all Tarsary : There they are inur'd to 
Hunger, Cold, Thirſt, and all the Merhods of a

Promꝑtneſs and Alacrity, as a Man or Maid- 
ſervant. Al. which: cou d not be, if they were 
not endu d with Faculties conformable to ours. 
They alſo teach their young Ones to ſing artifi- 
cially; In a Litter of Dogs," Huntſmen chuſe the 
beſt by this Experiment: They take all the 
Whelps. from the Birih, and carry them to ſome - 
Placela little diſtant; then they obſerve which 
he fiyſt carries back again; and thoſealways prove 
the belt, Doge. What is this alſtinguiſbing Faculty + 
in the Biteh, but Rlaſen, or ſomething like it? 


We ſeq apparently, That every liuing Creature 


-knows its own Weakneſs er Strength, and knows 
how to uſe moſt dextronſly choſe Wespen; wirk 
which Nature has furniſb'd it for its own Defence. 
Thvy are alſo, ſenſible,: what Places are moſt con- 
venięnt for them to. dwell in, and which not. 


Thas the wean Creatures, as Dogs and Cars, 


Jive altagether in Hoyer and Cities with Men; 
whilſt the Lyent, Tigers, and ſuch ferce Animals, 
dwell in the Deſert. Thus Sparrows and Swallows 
make themſelves alomſt aomeftick with Men; 
whilſt Eagles, Hawks,- Fultares, and other Bird: of 
Prey, build their Neſts in Woods or Rocks, re- 

mote from human Society. Some Birds change 
their Habitation at certain Seaſons of the Year, 
as. beſt; ſuits with their Convenience; others al- 
ways remain in the ſame Place. The ſame is 0b» 
ferv'd in Fiſbes, And in all living Creatures it is 
ealy to trace the Footſteps of Prudence and Fore- 
caſt; in order to their own” Preſervation. 
Men call this what they pleaſe; Iuſtinct, or Nature, 


or. Senſe, it is evident, That there is an exact Con- 
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formity and Reſemblance between theſe Faralties 
An Brutes, and what we call Riaſin, . ſdom or Pra- 
dence in Men. And we have no more Ground to 
.conclude them void of "Reaſon, becauſebthey do 
not enjoy it in that Perfection as our ſelves, than 
we have to conclude qur ſelves blind or deaf, be- 
cauſe we ſee not ſo clearly, and hear not fo rt. 
hy as the Brutes; and that We have no Legs, becaufe 
we run not fo ſwift as ſome of them do 
Doubtleſs, the Brute, are endu'd with a Facul. 
ty of Reaſon as well as we; but this Faculry in 
them is weak and imperfect, for want of *.Diſtr. 
pline and Art, which poliſh all Things. This is 
manifeſt from thoſe Creature, which are -taught 
ro. dance, and phy a theufand Tricks; to tell 
Money, to ſhoot off Guns, to find. out hidden 
Things, and bring them ſome Miles to their 
Maſters, as well educated Sparniels will do. What 
can be a greater Argument of the Proficient 
they make in Reaſon and Knowledge ? Are not 
Elephant taught all the ttf tar, and plac'd in 
the very Front of the Patrelt? Do not the Indian 
Princes repoſe as much Truſt in their Carriage 
and Conduct, as in the Service of their ſtoùteſt 
and wiſeſt Commanders? This Creature is as tra- 
Qable and prompt to learn any thing when 
young, as a Boy at School; which cannot be 
done without the uſe of Resſ en. 
To conclude, I have omitted five hundred 
Arguments, which might be brought to prove 
the brute Animal: to have Souls as well as we, to 
have Fical:ies anda ffetions conformable to ours. 
And therefore ir is little leſs Injuſtice to kill and 
eat them, becaufe they cannot ſpeak and converſe 
with us. than it would be for a Cannibal to mur- 
ther and devour. thee or me, becauſe we under- 
ſtood not his Language, por he ours. NN

bility I fhall turn as ſtrict and preciſe as an 


Hoagia. For, in the midſt of my. Draught, I had 
almoſt ſwallowed a great Spider, which lay 
drowned in the Wine: The little Beaſt. had 
paſs'd my Lips; but I ſoon clear d my Mouth 
of ſo ungrateful a Morſel.

World, Men of ſupine and eaſy Judgments, 
Credulous, and not daring to call in Queſtion, 
what has been tranſmitted to them from the Au- 
t hority of ſuch and ſuch a Mriter. They ſuper- 
ſtitiouſly revere as an Oracle, the Manuſcripts of a 
mortal Man like themſelves, ſubject to as many 
Frailties and Miſtakes And all this, only be- 
cauſe they have been taught to do ſo from their 
Infancy : So forcible is the Influence of Education, 


Thus the Hebrews believe the Records: of their Na. 


tion to be of divine Original; though they want 
not verbal Contradictions, and abound with egi 
cel and philoſophical Inconſiſtences. But that 


which is of greateſt Moment is, that neither they 


nor any other Nation, no not even the Mrian 
or Egyptian Records, come near the immenſe 
Chronologies of the Chineſe and indians, So 
that amidſt ſueh Variety of Accounts, a Man 
knows not where to fix his Belief. But whether 
the World be only Five or Six thouſand Vears 
old, or of a more indefinite Antiquity, this is 
a ſure Maxim, That ſomething is Eternal. Even 
the Fews and Chrifians, who deny the Eter- 


nity of Matter, and aſſert the Creation of the 
World out of NOTHING, in a determin'd Pe- 


riod of Time muſtfof Neceſſity own, There was 
an eternal and infinite Emptineſs or Vacuity, 
which is the ſame as Moſes calls by the Name of 


NOTHING; Which will ſound as harſh in. 


Philoſophy, 
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loſophy,. as the Eternity of Matter does in their 
Divinity. Nay, if I miſtake not, tis of a worſe 
Conſequence, even in the Do&rines of Religion, 
to aſſert an infnite Privation, or want of Exi= 
fence, to be Coeternal with the ſubſlantia!l God, 
who is Omni potent, Living and; Strong; than to 
affirm Matter it ſelf to be Coeternal with him; 
ſince this is an actual Subſtance, and may with 
Reaſon be ſuppos'd, as a neceſſary Emanation of his 
Power and Gooaneſ; ; whereas the other is a mere 
naked Potentiality, a Non. Entity, as the Weſtern 
Phils/ophers call it, and therefore cannot be con- 
ceived to flow from the Divine Nature, which is 
Eſſential Life and Being. Yet in theſe nice and 
remote Speculations, I am timorous, and dare 
not be poſitive; leſt T ſhould prophane the Ho. 
nour of that ſovereignly Good, who is the Breath 
of our Neftrils, To ſpeak the Truth, I am was 
vering in all Things but this, That there is an 
eternal Mind, every where preſent, the Root and Ba. 
fis of all Things viſible and invifible, whom we 
call Alla, the Support of infiuite Ages, the Rock and 
Stay of the Univerſe. | 

Let thou and I, dear Friend, perſeyere in ado- 
Ting that ſuperlative Efſence of Eſſences, with in- 
ternal and profound Devotion. Let our Thoughts 
be pure, or Words few, and thoſe full of inno- 
cent and grateful Flames. For affuredly, God de. 
lights not in the Babbling of the Tongue. 

As for the reſt, Let us live according to our 
Nature and Reaſon, as we are Men, For we may 
believe, That the indulgent Father of all Things, 
will accept us, if we ſquare our Actions accord- 
ing to this Rule, without aiming at the Perfection 
ok Angels. e
